When  the  diltillery  was  formerly 
.fufpended  during  lail  war,  grain  was 
I  very  fcarce,  and  proA'ifions  extravagantly 
dear.  This  is  not  happily  the  cafe  at 
prefent.  Grain  of  all  kinds  has  not  been 
known  fo  plenty,  nor  at  fuch  rcafonable 
prices,  for  a 'number  of  years  pall :  iiot- 
I  withllanding  that  great  .quantities  were 
formerly  received  from  America,  and 
no  importation  allowed  in  meft  parts  of 
the  kingdom,  a  market  can  with  dilTi- 
culty  be  fouml  for  that  commodity.  If 
the  diftillery  is  now^  (topped,  you  knock 
up  the  whale  tenants  of  the  kingdom, 
helidcs  dimiiiiihing  tlie  rents  of  the 
landholders.  Moft  of  our  prefent  te¬ 
nants  entered  to  their  farms  when  grain 
bore  a  great  price  ;  the  rents  are  now 
moftly  paid  in  money,  not  in  the  pro¬ 
duce  of  their  farms  as  formerly.  If  the 
prefent  low  prices  continue  long,  great 
lolfes  will  be  fiiftaincd ; — but  Ibap  the 
diltillery,  and  .you  occation  an  univerfal 
bankruptcy.

power  of  the  Britilli  parliament  to  tax 
America,  has  found  out  a  fecret  utterly 
unknown  to  all  our  forefathers,  and  I 
believe  never  difeovered  or  furmifed  in 
this  enliglitened  age  by  any  body  before 
him,  viz.  That  the  liberties  and  proper¬ 
ties  of  a  people,  taxed  and  governed  by 
a  paiilrament  to  which  they  fend  no  rc- 
prefentatives,  are  in  lefs  danger  than  if 
the  (aid  parliament  was  compofed  of 
men  chofen  by  that  peopdc,  and  change¬ 
able  by  them  at  leaft  once  in  feven 
years. 

This.  Sir,  is  a  difeovery  of  luch  gene¬ 
ral  importance,  that,  if  Mr  S.  cau  make 
it  clear  and  demonflrable  to  th.e  public 
fitisfadion,  he  will  undoubtedly  be  In- 
titled  to  a  liigher  premium  than  if  lie 
had  difeovered  the  longitude  or  the 
north-well:  patfage ;  for  t’.ercby  the 
trouble  and  ill  biood,  often  occafioneil 
by  elections,  will  be  faved  to  the  people ; 
the  expence  of  bribery  and  corruption 
to  the  minifter  and  his  tools;  and  a  linil 


‘  lioutc  of  commons  ;  fo  are  there  ina- 
‘  ny  colonifts  who  have  no  vote  in  tlic 
‘  cledtion  of  our  provincial  reprefrnta- 

*  tives.  Aliedgc,  if  you  will,  that,  iii 
‘  being  taxed  by  your  narlimncnt,  you 
‘  are  taxed  by  an  hnperfed  rcprefeiita- 
‘  tive  ;  in  being  taxed  by  our  provincial 
‘  an'cmblies,  we  are  taived  by  a  repre- 
‘  fentative imperfctft.  Our  freedom, 
‘  therefore,  in  point  of  taxation,  wIkii 
‘  we  are  taxed  by  onr  afi'cmblie'-', 

*  is  not  greater  than  yours :  it  is  only 
‘  equal  to  it :  our  confiilution  is  an 

image  of  yours :  but,  if  we  are  to  be 

*  taxed  by  ycur  parliament,  our  conlii- 
‘  tutioTi  no  longer  ixTemblcs  yoin  s,  ami 
‘  our  freedom  is  annihilated.  If  there 
‘  be  many  Briters  who  have  not  ;t  vote 

*  in  the  clioice  of  their  reprefentatives, 

*  there  are  alfo  many  tliat  hu'-je,  ^'hc 
‘  podefijon  of  a  forty  fniiiings  freehold 
‘  in  Britain  confers  the  privilege  of  a 
‘  vote  :  the  polTefiion  of  tlie  whole  con- 
‘  tinent  of  America  does  not  confer 
‘  tliat  juivilcgc.  L)o  you  not  know  the 
‘  infinite  difference  between  a  nation 
‘  where  all  have  not  the  power  voting 
‘  for  th.dr  rcprcfcntativcs,  and  a  nation 
‘  where  iioue  that  power  ?  The  for- 
‘  mcr  is  your  condition,  and  therefore 
‘  yon  arc  a  free  people.  'I'hc  former  is 
‘  vvh.tt  we  claim  ;  the  latter  is  the  con- 
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^  dition  of  naves,  and  that  iswhat  you 
^  offer.  We  claim  the  privile.'^^es  of 

*  Britons,  and  you  tell  us  that  we  have 
‘  them,  ^caufe  we  are  like  thofe  Bri- 
‘  tons  who  arc  deflit  ute  of  the  mo  ft  va- 

Uiable  of  thofe  privileges  !  We  claim 
^  the  fame  conftitution  as  Great  Britain, 

*  and  you  offer  us  only  the  defeat  of  that 
conftitution,  but  deny  us  its  advan- 

^  t/zijes,  England  cannot  be  taxed  but 
‘  by  an  aflembly  where  her  land  is  re- 
‘  prefented  by  knights,  licr  monied  in- 

*  tereft  by  citizens  and  burgelles ;  and 
^  therefore  (lie  is  a  free  n  dion.  Is  then 
^  Ameiica  on  a  par  with  England  in 

*  point  of  ffeedoni,  if  Ihe  can  be  taxed 

*  by  an  affeinbly  to  v/hich  her  freehol- 
^  ders  fend  no  knights,  and  her  cities  no 
^  citizens  ?  You  fay  that  your  right  of 

fuffrage  is  partially  diftributed  in  Bri- 

*  tain  :  give  us  then  a  right  of  fufiVage 
‘  as  partially  diftributed  in  America. 

*  For  this  reprefentation,  partial  and 

*  imperfect  as  you  call  it,  your  Magna 

*  Charta’s  have  been  demanded,  your 

*  patriots  have  bled,  and  your  monarchs 
^  have  been  detlir aned  ;  yet  this  you 

*  deny  to  the  Americans,  though  you 
^  fay  to  us  you  have  the  privileges  of 
^  Britons. 

“  But  there  is  another  defe(ff  in  your 

*  argument ;  for  it  is  not  true  that  we 
‘  are  in  as  good  a  condition  as  thofe  Bri- 
‘  tons  whom  you  call  unreprefented, 
‘  and  w'bo  are  not  electors  ;  for  even 

thi'y  have  this  great  advantage,  that 
‘  both  the  reprefentative  and  eledors 
'*  pay  a  part  of  the  tax  as  well  as  thofe 

*  who  have  no  fuffrage  ;  whereas,  if  the 
houfc  of  commons  of  England  fhoiild 

‘  tax  the  Americans,  neither  the  repre- 

*  fentatives  nor  the  eledors  would  pay 
‘  any  proportion  of  what  they  impofed 
^  upon  us ;  they  would  not  tax,  but  un- 
‘  themfelves.  d'he  condition,  thcre- 

*  fore,  of  an  Englilhman  who  h.is  no 
‘  fuffrage,  w’hen  taxed  by  the  Britifh  Te- 

*  giDature,  and  of  an  Ameiir.an  taxed 
^  by  the  fame  authority,  are  totally  dif. 
^  fimilar..  Place  them  in  lituations  which 

‘  bear  any  fimilitude,  and  it  will  flmw, 

*  in  the  ftrongeft  light,  the  injufticc  of 
‘  the  prefent  meafures.  Suppofe,  then, 

that  the  parliament  of  Britain  fliould 
^  impofe  a  tax,  from  which  themfelves, 
and  thofe  who  voted  for  tiiern,  ihould 
^  be^  exempted,  and  which  fhoiild  be 
«  paid  intirely  by  thofe  who  have  no 
«  fuffrages  ;  this  would  bear  /owe  refem- 
^  blaiicc  to  their  taxing  the  Americans ; 
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and  would  not  this  be  unparalellcd  in- 
juftice  ?  But,  if  even  this  tiinjnft  as 
you  muft  efteein  it)  were  tl»e  pr.ictke 
of  your  parliament,  the  coiidititMi  of\ 

‘  non-vv^ting  Engliftiman  vvoidd  Hill  be 
infinitely  prefenible  to  oiirs  ;  fur  evni 
fuch  a  tax  as  1  liave  ftated  would  f:i!I 
upon  the  relatioius  the  friends, 
dependents,  the  tenants,  the  mciniifaL- 
tnrers,  the  labourers  of  Briliiii  kglila- 
tors.  The  legillator  would  feel  its  if- 
feds  almoft  inftantaneouliy  ;  Le  would 
find  his  own  intcrclt  iniinediatvly  ceii- 
cerned  ;  he  v/ould  therefore  ufj  foirit 
moderation.  Befides,  he  is  an  eve- 
wit  nefs  of  their  condition  ;  he  cau 
judge  of  their  abilities  ;  he  can  be 
wounded  at  the  light  of  their  d’ftrefies: 
blit  he  caniKit  lee  our  rnifery  ;  lie  can¬ 
not  judge  of  our  abilities ;  and  liij 
tenants  and  his  manufadurers  will  feci 
the  imnitdiate  efllds  of  our  ruin,  nut 
in  their  diftrefs,  but  in  their  exonera¬ 
tion.  If,  therefore,  tlu:  legillature  of 
Britain  ihouid  adopt  fuch  a  lyllein  uf 
unparaidled  injuftice  with  rei])cCt  to 
the  non -voting  inhabitants  of  llritaiix 
yet  ev-en  the  fiifferers  by,  and  tlie  ob¬ 
jects  of  that  injullice,  would  be  happy 
in  comparilbn  of  us. 

Siippofe,  for  a  moment,  that  your 
hoiile  of  commons  were  not  eleded  by 
you  ;  that  they  were  an  hereditary  bo¬ 
dy,  in  no  wife  indebted  to  your  choice; 
would  you  not  be  ar  enfiavtd  and  an 
unhappy  people  ?  But  even  then  you 
would  be  happier  than  we  are.  A 
body  of  five  hundred  men,  lituated  in 
the  midft  of  fevtn  millions,  and  taxing 
thefe  feven  millions,  would  furely  i^e 
more  bound  to  moderation  by  fear,  if 
not  by  principle,  than  the  fame  body 
affifted  and  fuppiirted  by  thefe  fevea 
millions,  in  taxing  two  millions  who 
are  at  a  diftance.  To  opprefs  in  one 
inftan.ee  would  at  leaft  be  infamy,  it  it 
would  not  be  punifhment ;  in  tlie 
other  fliey  might  find  it  popiiharity — 
tiiey  might  think  it  patriotifin.” 
Having  trefpalTed  already  fo  much  on 
your  patience  by  the  length  of  the  above 
quotation,  which  I  thought  necellary  to 
expofe  the  futility  of  IVIr  S.^s  reafoning 
about  virtual  reprefentation,  I  ihiill  be 
fliorter  on  wJiat  remains.

I  once  met  with  a  whimlical  fellow, 
who  ridiciiltd  the  afTcsflation  1  have 
been  ipcaking  of  in  a  very  j)ieai;mt 
manner.  He  pretender’  to  have  ftiidied 
many  years  for  tiie  good  of  the  public, 
and  undertook  to  teach  what  he  called 
the  fecret  art  of  mechaiiic  wilchnu.  He 
had  coIle<5te<i  his  knowledge  from  an

This  reliow,  as  a  fpccirnen 
of  his  jldll,  entertained  me  witli  .i  feene 
of  this  kind.  Placing  himfelf  at  a  table 
with  a  pipe  in  his  mouth,  I'.c  riffumed 
the  peribn  of  a  minilter  projecting  a  new 
feheme.  In  this  attitude,  without  I'peak- 
ing  a  word,  he  exhibiied  to  me  all  the 
difficulties  which  occurred  in  to  weigh¬ 
ty  an  ahaii'.  He  began  rds  meditations 
with  a  compofed  dignity  of  countenance; 
then  drew  his  pipe  out  of  liis  mouth, 
filial  fixed  hivS  eyes  on  ihc  cieling ;  then 
fmoaked  again,  then  let  out  his  pipe? 
iind  purfed  lus  l)row,  as  Shakefpeare  ex- 
prellcs  it,  as  if  fome  new  objtaioii  per¬ 
plexed  him  ;  and  then,  uith  the  end  of 
his  pipe  on  tlu*- table,  lie  villtdy  dcuion- 
^ftrated  the  practicabienefs  of  every  par¬ 
ticular  of  his  projeH  ;  at  lail,  wiili  an 
open  countenance,  and  fndueii,  yet  de- 
•cent  laugh,  he  broke  up  his  meditations^* 


applauding  himfelf  for  the  happy  difeo- 
very.  This  part  of  lus  myllcry  he  cal¬ 
led  “  the  wifdom  of  tiie  faced’ 

His  next  fecret  was  the  art  of  Ipcaking 
feiitences.  Under  this  head  he  hail  a 
fet  of  general  relnarks,  proverbs,  faga- 
cious  layings,  and  forms  of  doubling, 
which  he  would  very  readily  apply  to 
any'  lubjed  tint  Avas  propofed,  with 
proper  paufes,  nods  and  gehieulations  ; 
by  which  means  he  would  evade  coming 
to  particuhirs,  and  k^ep  up  the  charac¬ 
ter  ot  a  pci  fon  who  could  talk  admira¬ 
bly  well,  were  he  not  Ibincwhat  loo  rc- 
ferved. 

He  liad  another  degree  beyond  this, 
which  he  called  “  the  luylferyOf  talking 
oblcnrcly.’’  As  lii  tlie  iiril  inilance  the 
art  was  to  be  ur.derttood  witliont  fpeak- 
ii'ig,  fo  this  e(^njbtcd  in  fpeaking  with¬ 
out  being  undeillood.  ddiis  ih  of  tie* 
fanm  ferv  ice  as  railing  a  dull  wlien  a 
man  is  clofe  befet,  tliat  he  may  make 
his  efcape  by  blinding  the  eyes  of  thoib 
who  purfue  him.  I'r.is,  ind.eed,  feems 
to  require  fome  genin'^  :  the  learned 
themfelvcs  have  foimd  tiieir  aecciiiit  in 
it,  and  liave  feniu  limes  made  it  }'afs  foi* 
no  linall  accomplitlimem. 

1  lliall  only  nunbon  one  rule  more  in 
this  artift’s  fcticme  of  mcctia'tical  wif- 
doin,  which  is  the  art  of  wlnfpering. 
I'his  was  to  follow  next  in  “iiier  t''  riiat 
of  talking  cbfcurtly.  'i'hc  duke  o!'  Ikec- 
kingham,  ifi  )iis  Iveneaifil,  ha'^  made 
Mr  bayts  boalt  of  his  abilities  in  pen¬ 
ning  a  whiifpei’,  and  has  repi  en  iitcdi  .i 
fcenc  of  buhnefs  carricii  on  in  thio  man¬ 
ner  between  two  ilatelinen  with  great 
fuccefs. 

Tv)  coTicliide,  the  rihcdatlon  before- 
mentioned  lias  tins  inisfort-inc  in 
tiiat  it  puts  jnen  upon  learning  the  track 
of  common  feme  witliout  getting  above 
ir.  Vvb't  is  th.e  talent  of  very  few  :  Ch  in- 
mon  fenfe  ferves  inltead  of  it  in  a  lowi  r 
degree,  and  is  to  the  gencrabiy  of  man¬ 
kind,  like  iiifliiut  in  anim.ils,  futliciviil: 
for  the  ordiiiiary  pui  po!e>  oi  lite.  jVTeii. 
of  no  genius,  by  the  help  of  ttiis  plain 
guide,  arc  oblciwed  often  to 
thenilvlves  better  in  the  common  afhiira 
of  life  than  th;it  of  liigher  parts  and  ac- 
compliliiments.  It  is  not  tiieu  the  waiit 
of  v-.  it,  but  a  f.dfe  pretence  lO  it  widicll 
exj/olc'S  men  to  riiiicnlc  anil  coiitempt.

SIR, 

AS  the  following  is  a  rubiest  of  verr  con- 
(iderableirnpcM  tanceto  the  public,  aiul 
merits  their  particular  attention,  T 
would  beg  your  mention  of  it  in  your 
•  ufeful- Magazine. 

The  befl  lawt  arc  only  of  public  ^'e- 
nebt  as  they  are  carrictl  into  exe- 
eution,  the  belt  rules  only  of  value  as 
they  have  their  proper  application.  The 
\  iws  which  relate  to  the  poor,  by  foine 
•fatal  neglodt,  are  almoll  configned  to 
oblivion  all  over  Scotland.  That  p.n*ti- 
ciilar  law  whicl^  obliges  every  parilh  to 
maintain  its  own  poor,  however  coiil'o- 
uant  to  every  principle  of  ennity,  can 
never  be  executed  in  all  its  latitude,  till 
there  be  an  interdiction  of  vagrants^  and 
of  the  prepoilerous  practice  of  begging 
-  from  houfe  to  hoiife. 

The  unreftrained  indulgence  of  men¬ 
dicants  (vf  all  dtmominations  ;  that  indlf- 
•  criminating  liberality  which  minifters 
even  to  their  exorbitant  dcfircs  ;  that  in^ 
vincible  patience  whicli  tolerates  their  in- 
'folence  and  oppreiiion,  whilft  in  one 
view  they  reflect  honour  ou  ourcoun- 
'try,  as  they  fhew  our  people  humane 
and  beneficent,  fo  in  another  and  very 
Ciilfercnt  view  they  clearly  evince  a  very 
material  defc<$t  in  the  police  of  Scot¬ 
land,  and  the  necenTity  of  fome  adequate 
'remedy.  What  more  incoinpatibie 
with  good  order — what  more  unfriend¬ 
ly  to  the  intereft  and  profpenius  itate  of 
any  ration,  than  that  one  half  of  its  in- 
‘  habitants  Ibould  eat  up  the  other?  Does 
'  it  not  make  one’s  heart  bleed  to  fee  ib 
many  young  creatures  itrolling  over  the 
country,  uneducated,  unprincipled,  un¬ 
trained  to  labour,  inflavcd  to  the  worft 
habits,  their  undifeiplined  minds  open  to 
ail  the  iucuiTions  of  vice,  pilfering  and 
rapacious?  and  as  they  live,  fo  they  of¬ 
ten  die,  ignominioully  upi>n  a  gibbet. 
A  difeafe  fo  inveterate  and  lb  peftife- 
‘tou8  nioll  Certainly  needs  a  radical  cure. 
‘It  is  an  objedt  of  that  mag;nitude  as 
*  highly  to  merit  the  attention  of  the  gen¬ 
tlemen  of  Scotland ;  it  is  more  peciiliar- 
*ly  their  province,  and  will  be  their  ho- 
fiour,to  ule  every  laudable  and  vigorous 
ertbrt  for  relieving  the  induffrioUvS  from 
All.  unnec^fary  burden,  for  fupprelling 
•*id!cnefs  and  vice,  and  gaining  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  what  mull  certainly  be  deemed  a 
great  acquifition — the  labour  of  multi¬ 
tudes  wko  HOW  opprefs  it.  The  knded 
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gentlemen  could  not  do  their  tenants  a 
piece  (A'  more  eirential  fervice,  than  to 
deliver  them  from  this  growing  calami • 
ty.  Whether  the.  people  all  over  Scot¬ 
land  view  it  in  the  light  of  a  general  evil, 
1  cannot  fo  pofitively  affirm;  I  Ihonld 
have  taken  it  for  granted,  ,  had  it  net 
been  for  tlie  intervention  of  the  fillnw- 
ing  remark,  “  That  length  of  time 
gives  a  kind  of  fandion  to  tlu^  /uoft  ab- 
furd  pfadlices.”  Men  often  have  a 
wliimlical  attachment  to  cufioms  tranf- 
mitted  from  father  to  Ion,  the  abolition 
of  which,  however  reafonable,  wotiid 
furnilh  matter  for  an  ample  difpiay  of 
the  turbulent  pafTions.  Rut  how  an- 
lient,  how  popular  foever  this  cuftom 
may  be  in  other  counties,  in  Eaft  Lo¬ 
thian  it  is  mofl  fenfibly  felt  to  be  a  very 
great  evil.  The  following  facL^  confirm 
the  airevcratiou. 

Within  thefe  two  years  a  very  Ian- 
dable  attempt  was  made  to  remedy  this 
growing  evil.  In  fevcral  paridics  heri¬ 
tors  and  tenants  fubferibed  with  great  a- 
lacrity ;  In  others,  though  they  were  in 
general  friendly  to  the  incafure,  yet  ei¬ 
ther  not  fatisfied  with  the  propofed 
plan,  or  the  mode  of  execution,  they  did 
not  accede  ;  whether,  or  liow  far  this  o- 
perated  towards  its anniiulation,  I  kn(>w 
not ;  but  the  fad  is,  it  came  to  nothing 
— like  an  exoofed  chiiil,  it  peri  (bed  by 
uegled.  If  che  gentlemen  from  whom 
it  originat<’d,  abated  too  foon  of  theirar- 
dour,  or  from  tlie  alarm  c;f  fome  fmall 
doubts  or  difcouragements  they  precipi- 
taiitly  abandoned  their  own  fchenies,  1 
may  venture  to  appeal  to  tbtmlclve.s, 
whether  or  not  they  di<l  right.  If  any 
heritor  or  tenant  rebelled  againlt,  or 
even  refufed  their  friendly  aid  t('  a  mea^ 
hire  fo  falutai  y,  efpecially  as  they  were 
to  have  a  “  fair  reprefentation  in  all  th? 
public  meetings,”  and  inltcad  of  beir^' 
loaded  with  any  new  import  for  the  pub¬ 
lic,  were  ‘‘  to  be  delivered  from  an  old 
one,”  fuch  heritor  or  tenant,  upon  more 
mature  thought,  would  moft  probably 
find  Ihenifolves  in  an  ern>r.  Another  at¬ 
tempt  of  a  fimilar  nature,  but  upon  a 
IVnaller  fcalc,  was  made  I.irt  fiimmer ; 
the  deliberative  part  was  carried  on  for 
fome  time  with  great  iTurit ;  but  this 
plan,  toe,  if  I  am  not  mifinformed,  wa.> 
early  abandoned  by  fome  of  its  warmeft 
friends,  and  the  executive  p'art  feems  to 
be  a  very  uncertain  event.  It  is  juft  now 
in  its  torpid  Rate;  whether  the  returner 
fpring  may  call  it  forth  to  life  again,  is  a 
problem  a  very  little  ufne  wul 
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foive.  It  was  not  the  imperfection  of 
the  form'er  of  thtfe  plans  that  rendered 
it  abortive ;  a  fiifticient  proof  of  this 
was  the  difappearing  of  the  vagrants  on 
its  fird  notilication ;  fcarce  one  v\astobe 
i'een  for  feveral  weeks,  except  now  and 
then  an  old  foldicr  with  his  paflport,  or 
Ibme  very  pitiful  whofe  rueful  ap¬ 

pearance  feemed  to  plead  for  indulgence. 
Had  advantage  been  taken  of  this  a- 
larm,  the  execution  of  fo  lalutary  amea- 
fure  might  have  been  immediate,  with 
almoft  no  trouble  and  no  expence.  I 
am  morally  certain,  that  a  plan  more 
defective  than  either  the  one  or  the  o- 
ther,  would  attain  its  end  by  a  vigorous 
and  perfevering  execution.  Nor  let  the 
poor  imagine  I  mean  tc  make  an  open 
declaration  of  war  again them :  T 
Aiould  not  eafily  pardon  myfelf,  did  I 
(believe  there  w’as  any  thing  hoAile  to¬ 
wards  them  lodged  in  my  heart :  1  feel 
ifor  real  objeCts,  and  hope  I  lhall  be¬ 
friend  them  all  the  days  of  iny  life;  but 
for  the  profligate  and  idle  I  feel  not  ;  to 
feed  ■  and  to  clothe  Inch  would  be  a 
fhameful  proAitution  of  charity.  Let 
the  males  ferve  their  king  if  they  chuie 
iK)t  to  fubmit  to  manual  labour ;  let  the 
women.,  of  whom  numbers  healthy  and 
flrong  harafs  the  country,  repair  ro 
their  refpedtive  parilhes;  let  them  ply 
their  fpinning-vvheel,  Aocking,  See,  and 
where  their  labour  fails  to  fupport 
them,  they  have  a  good  and  legal  claim 
for  parochial  aid.  The  truAces  for  l  he 
poor  in  each  parifli  are  be  A  able  t(*  dif- 
tinguiAi  real  objedls  from  impoAors, 
and  will  allot  them  a  reafonable  allow¬ 
ance.  Such  a  fclicme  carried  into  full 
‘execution,  w^ould  be  attended  with 
numerous  advantages.  The  country 
would  be  delivered  from  the  opprefliou 
and  terror  of  tinkers  and  Aurdy  beggars, 
a  confiderable  fum  faved  annually  to  the 
public,  many  young  creatures  trained  to 
•honeA  induAry,  and  the  poor  themfelves 
have,  if  not  a  more  liberal,  at  leaA  a 
more  comfortable  and  decent  fubiif- 
tence. 

It  may  be  thought  a  little  hard  upon 
the  poor  in  thefe  aiifpicious  days  of  /»- 
Serty  to  abridge  theirs’,  fo  far  as  to  con¬ 
fine  them  within  the  narrow  limits  ol  a 
pariAi,  to  afford  them  only  bare  fubfif- 
fence,  and  to  oblige  them  to  contribute 
even  to  this  by  the  fwcat  of  their  own 
brow. — “  ’Tis  wondrous  hard,”  lay 
•they,  to  life  their  own  Aile,  that  they 
‘‘\who  belong  to  God’s  parifo,  Aiould 


‘  be  confined  to  man’s  panA^,”  when  in 
the  former,  far  the  widelt  indeed,  they 
can  make  very  decent  bread,  and  fome- 
thing  better.  This,  by  the  way,  brings 
to  rny  rtciiHeOfion  a  f:Kt  v  hieh  I  l^ave 
from  very  good  authority.  I'hcre  died 
very  lately,  iu  the  parifi)  of  Duribar,  an 
old  man, who  left  to  his  heirs  an  hundred 
pounds  Aerling,  which  he  had  eanud 
whc/lly  by  the  gainful  trade  of  begging. 
Is  it  then  a  mighty  hfirdDiip  to  eoni- 
pel  to  local  refidence  and  hod:b,’  labour 
thofe  who  liavt  been  long  acculiomrd  to 
perambulate  the  country,  and  to  li\c  hi 
.'iifiuerjcc  and  cafe  ? 

7  hefe  arguments  in  favour  of  honcA 
mendicants,  plaufihle  as  lltey  may  ap¬ 
pear,  are  already  aubvered  :  they  carry 
no  convitAion  into  iny  mind  of  the  lea- 
l(»nah]eiiers,  or  cvtui  propiiety  id’  that 
indulgence  and  libcity  tor  which  thev 
plead.  If  tlic  argumciilsin  favour  of  tra¬ 
velling  beggars  art  inconclufive,  tliofe  on 
the*  other  tide  conclude  llrong  for  abo- 
lilhing  a  praiMice  fi;  detrimental  to  the 
conuiuinity  :  Hut  how  may  this  be  belt 
efieded  r  This  queflion  1  will  not  take 
upon  me  to  ani’wer,  any  t.irther  than  to 
fay,  that  nutldng  appears  more  limplc, 
or  of  eaiier  exccut  ion,  than  the  idea  ('<f 
a  voluntaiT  alh>eiation,  t.  That  the 
heritors,  tenants,  and  houfcholdeis 
within  their  refpe6tive  parillus,  taeh 
for  itfelf,  iliould  i'/md  tl  einHw^  by 
fubfeription  to  ferve  no  be^^ging  poor 
(under  a  certain  pcr.rdfy.  if  law  be  fo  far 
aiding) :  This  firnp’e  plan  ioilowed  out 
with  unanimity  and  ftinmteA,  would  Ibeni 
rid  the  country  of  beggars*  without 
trouble  or  cxpence.  Ceafe  to  ferve 
them,  and  they  will  foc»ii  difappear. 
It  is  not  de  nied,  that  in  the  infancy  of 
any  reforming  fcheme  of  this  kind, 
particularly  wliiiA  tlie  country  is  evacu¬ 
ating,  the  terror  of  conilahles  might  be 
ufefui  :  the  local  fituation  and  peculiar 
circumitances  of  forne  parts  of  the  coun¬ 
try  may  render  their  apjxdntmcnt  abfo- 
lutely  necelTary,  but  in  many  pavifhes 
llie  exptrimeiTt  might  V-e  tried  without 
their  aid,  and  could  hardly  tail  of  fuccefs. 
Should  linkers  or  Aurdy  beggars  af¬ 
terwards  afi'ume  another  form,  and  mo¬ 
le  A  the  country  as  thieves,  then  every 
legal  ftep  muA  forthwith  b-e  taken  for 
their  extirpation.  WhilA  I  contend  for 
parochial  refidence,  I  am  w'cil  aware 
that  there  mar  be  vagrants  whofe  pa¬

point: — You  fign  yourfelf  a 
them  totrdlv  ignorant  of  the  true  princi- 
rk-s  ^Vhr;gifm,  I  am  rather  inclined 
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latWe  pov/er  to  regulate  their  trade,  by 
opening  their  ports  to  ail  narions  who 
pieale  to  vifit  them?  Sir  John,  wlicn 
Ihealving  in  the  name  of  the  people  of 
Great  Britain,  at  that  time  mentions, 
that  if  they  mean  to  do  tliofe  things,  we 
are  willing  to  Bake  the  fate  of  the  Bri- 
tilh  empire  on  the  conteft.  You  lay  in 
your  anfwer,  “  And  with  him  I  hearti¬ 
ly  agree  this  is  another  contradiction, 
which  you  may  reconcile  aionglt  with 
the  former. 

You  puih  very  hard  upon  honefl  Mr 
Wefiey,  becaufe  he  accufes  a  defperate 
fadion  (who,  in  my  confeience  I  believe, 
would  not  fail  to  ruin  the  nation  if  it 
could  forward  tlieir  diabolical  I'chemes) 
of  a  defign  to  fubvert  the  conftituti(>!i. 
Tiicre  may  be  good  men  on  both  lides 
oi'tlie  queftion  ;  but  good  men  oiten  do 
a  bad  thing,  and,  pardon  me  for  prefu- 
ining  to  give  you  an  advice  in  yonr  next; 
try  to  exprefs  yourfelf  with  greater  de¬ 
cency  when  you  criticife  tiie  labours  of 
a  reverend  grey-headed  gentleman,  wlio 
can  be  induced  by  no  other  motive  but 
the  good  of  tlie  empire  at  large;  who 
endeavoured,  by  a  little  wtl' -timed  ad¬ 
monition,  to  reclaim  a  number  of  poor 
deluded  fubjedts,  enticed  by  v.  icked  per- 
fons  to  deftrudion, — and  endeavour  lor 
the  future  to  fay  nothing  but  trutii, 
when  you  write  on  luch  an  iinpurtaul 
fubjed. 

it  is  quite  unnecefTary  to  enter  into 
ihe'merits  of  the  prefent  quarrel,  after 
removing  the  inexhaufiible  quantities  of 
rubbiPa  which  your  party,  as  it  were, 
have  confpired  to  bury  it  under.  It 
may  be  reduced  into  one  plain  lirnple 
propofition,  Is  America  iubject  to  the 
fupreme  legiflative  authority  of  Great 
Britain  ?  You  feem  to  admit  that  ilic  is, 
when  you  fay  “  that  they  do  not  want 
to  throw  off  dependence  on  their  mo¬ 
ther-country.’^  This  word  ilcpoidtiit 
muft  imply,  that  Great  Britain  has  forne 
authority  over  America.  If  you  own 
ihe  has,  why  do  you  complain  of  the 
mother-country  for  endeavouring  to  ex- 
ercife  the  right  ?  If  lb. e  has  none,  what 
meaning  do  you  annex  to  the  phrafe, 
Dcpenderit  on  the  mother-country  ? 

You  proceed  in  adedamatory  manner 
ahoiit  the  monopoly  of  their  trade,  if 
you  underlland  any  thing  of  the  ir-atter, 
you  muft  know  that  the  Americans  do 
trade  with  Venice,  Genoa,  Cadiz,  Lif- 
ton,  Amfterdam,  or  wlierc  they  v  leafe  : 


Search  the  entries  of  the  dlffe’rent  enf- 
tom-b(uift*s  in  America,  and  yon  will 
find  velilds  entered  directly  from  thcl'c 
places.  Muft  (Beat  Britain  and*  Irclaiul 
light  to  the  laft  drop  of  b!(>(')d  in  the  A- 
mcrican  quarrels,  merely  to  enjoy  the 
irreat  privilege  of  beifig  the  only  foreign 
nation  allviwcd  to  trade  witli  theiu  ? 
Yon  eannot  deny  that  the  Amerlcanjj 
trade  witli  other  nations,  and  this  boaft- 
ed  mojiopoly  eonfifts  in  other  natit)!is 
being  rcftricfcd  from  trading  withthem^ 
Yon  go  on  with  onoting  the  Brifud  ne- 
titicn  Tliey  lay  “  we  are  more  in- 
ciebted  to  Iheir  former  aiTeO’lion,  than  a- 
ny  dread  they  had  of  tuir  power.”  Per¬ 
haps  you  iniglit  he  fo,  (ientlemen,  but 
w;*s  this  tiie  cafe  of  tlie  nation  in  ge¬ 
neral  ? 

You  next  “  exannne  the  nvixims  and 
principles  cf  conunerec,  lb  wifly  efta- 
blij'hed  laii  e<  ntiny,”  and  iri  forth  “  tlie 
three  prii'clpnl  objects”  which  piodneed 
t'lc  navieation  act  :  bv  what  leo^erde- 
inain  do  v'mi  allow  tiie  Britilli  parlia¬ 
ment  a  lawBil  power  'all  i\n.tniy  to 
frame  riCts  for  the  go\e* ‘uiaait  <.)!  tlie  co* 
louiLS,  aiicl  deny  ttunu  tlie  iaine  piBih  ge 
inlc  now  :  Lordi  Chatliain,  that  ambi¬ 
tious  man,  and  one  of  Vviiir  [xarty,  in 
the  lieb.itc  oil  the  rejieal  of  tlie  fiamp- 
aet,  was  for  going  lengths  in  ref: riding 
tlicir  tiade  tiiat  every  weliA  ilhir  to  the 
eoionios  vonld  o[>poie;  he  was  for  no 
internal  taxes  hting  iaivl  on  them,  but 
to  compenfite  tins,  lu:  \va>  for  iulirely 
deliarri Mg  tiiem  from  niam:l'i6turing  the 
friiaileft  thirer,  t'ven  tin‘  nail  of  a  hone 
(h<K* — a  rp(H\'h  bot  h  fnollih  and  imjulti- 
fiable  ;  but  it  ferves  to  ihew  what  opi¬ 
nion  was  forme)  ly  enU  ilsilned  of  thelc 
aliairs.  Tin*  Americans  themfelves 
<juietly  fubiviitted  to  the  government  of 
tlic  Bri'illi  legi nature;  they  never  alf 
tempted  to  break  tluough  tins  famous 
navigation  aCi,  which  foine  writers  <lo 
fi  ite  the  “  Balladinm  of  oin'c^nninerce," 
till  lately;  and  the  fimc  methods  they 
lake  to  relieve  theinfelves  of  one  adq 
tliey  may  employ  lor  calling  olF  all  fub- 
jev.^tion  to  tln\>  one  too. 

You  feem  to  think  tobacco  is  import¬ 
ed  from  iVnnfylvania,  by  laying  (after 
enumerating  tiie  value  ut  the  goods

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{hippcc^  for  that  province)  that  “  parti¬ 
cular  cities  were  enriched,  the  landed 
imereft  greatly  increafed,  and  the  ex¬ 
chequer,  in  the  f.n^le  article  of  tobacco, 
^iietited  near  ,^cc,ooo  ).  a-yeard*  ^  ^^la- 
king  all  due  allowances  tor  your  igno¬ 
rance  of  the  place  where  tobacco  grows, 
do  you  thinlv  the  Americans  pay  any  of 
that  duty  on  that  commodity  which  you 
inention'the  exchequer  fo  much  benefit¬ 
ed  by  ^  Is  not  every  farthing  of  it  railed 
f>n  the  confumer  at  home  ^  and  are  we 
wot  as  mucli  o’oliged  to  the  Chniele  tor 
the  duties  cn  their  teas,  or  to  the  French 
for  the  duty  on  th^ir  wines,  as  to  the 
Americans  for  the  tobacco-duty  ?  Wc 
may  iuvlge  from  this  “  one  imtance’^ 
you  have  given  “  to  prove  the  truth  of 
what  you  advanced,’'  what  degree  of 
credit  *i^  to  brr  paid  to  your  other  alfer- 
tions.  What  you  advance  about  votes 
of  thanks  that  were  grantetl  every  year 
to  thofe  people  for  defending  their  own 
lands,  proves  fully  as  much  as  your 
other  argument,  “  that  America  contri¬ 
buted  to  the  public  wants"  by  tlic  duty 
on  tobacco. 

No  man  will  difputc  that  the  landed 
interell  will  fufter  as  wtH  as  the  mer¬ 
chant  by  the  decay  of  trade.  You  need 
not  have  quoted  Mr  Locke,  whom  you 
leem  to  worlhip,  to  prove  what  would 
be  readily  gi'anted.  You  think  we  can¬ 
not  depend  upon  the  prefent  demand 
For  our  manufaChures  for  many  reafons. 
**  I  thould  be  glad  to  know  vvhat  parti¬ 
cular  information  you  have  received  to 
Juftify  fuch  an  aPertlon  "  You  go  on 
with  obfervi r.g,  “  that  the  produce  of 
their  foil,  their  fiflieries  and  Spanilli 
trade,  ha.ve  not  all  been  fufiicient  to 
pay  for  BritiHi  goods."  Fray,  Sir,  did 
y^ou  never  hear  of  people  that  w  ould 
not  pay  their  debts  fuppofe  they  w’erc 
able  ?  You  feem  to  have  forgot  the 
great  refourees  which  your  brother  ad¬ 
vocates,  who  appear  in  the  fame  good 
caufe,  declare  the  Americans  potTcfs,  fo 
great  that  they  are  futbeient  to  cope 
avith  the  force  of  the  whole  Britilh  em¬ 
pire,  nay,  of  the  half  of  Germany  nlfo, 
as  an  Ii'ifh  Whig  declared  lately  in  the 
lioufe  of  commons.  You  muft  certainly 
be  gifted  with  a  treacherous  memory, 
that  you  do  not  remember  the  profulc 
grants  of  paper-mon-ey  that  the  con- 
grefles,  both  continental  and  provincial, 
ilTued  laft  Arafon  ;  and  do  you  think 
they  will  be  able  tx>  carry  on  the  war 


another  year  upon  nothing.  Confider 
theft  things  maturely  before  you  (»f.er 
again  to  prove  their  inability  to  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  defence  of  the  empire  in  gc. 
neral. 

There  is  juft  another  thing  I  mud 
take  notice  of  before  1  take  leave  of  you. 
You  declare,  in  the  name  of  all  Ameri¬ 
cans,  that  they  will  not  contribute  their 
proportion  iinlefs  tlieir  trade  is  laid 
open,  'i'his  is  lb  contrary  to  what  ir.c 
Ame.icaiis  tlicmfelvcs  c\xr  alked,  tii;»t 
it  gives  one  caufe  to  fufpect  your  com- 
miflion.  The  fartheft  that  ever  they 
claimed  was  to  be  left  to  their  own  will's 
to  grant  the  money  in  fuch  ways  as  tluv 
thought  convenient.  They  always  pi o- 
feikd  an  inclination  and  readirefs  to 
Ijear  their  due  proportion  ;  but  you  go 
beyond  the  wiideft  of  their  defires,  and 
preiume  to  demand  an  exemption  from 
public  burdens,  or  the  repeal  of  the  na¬ 
vigation-act.  The  charge  is  heavy,  and 
ye>u  had  neeed  of  broad  iliouldcrs  to  fup- 
poit  it. 

\ou  conclude  with  ?  moft  excellent 
aTid  good  advice  to  Mr  Welle v.  You 
exhort  him  to  pray  for  a  happy  and  ho¬ 
nourable  acxonuhodatiou  of  difterenees, 
and  that  the  horrors  of  civil  war  may  he 
averted.  Pity  but  that  you  would  take 
the  admonition  to  yourfelf.  You  muft 
be  confeious  that  yon  endeavour 
to  kindle  the  flames  of  commotion  by 
yeiur  foditious  writings.  'I  he  Ameri¬ 
cans  need  no  encouragement ;  but  you 
are  fo  good  that  you  take  upon  you  the 
buixlen  of  their  defence.  If  yon  are  cic- 
firous  to  appear  again  in  print,  try  your 
abilities,  in  the  path  of  admonhion, 
upon  thofe  deluded  people.  7'hcy  f^nud 
fully  as  much  in  need  of  it  as  the  gen¬ 
tleman  who  is  the  occafion  of  our  pre¬ 
fent  difpiite. 

Finally,  learn  to  pay  more  refpe^  to 
the  fupreme  legiflaturc  of  your  country. 
Leave  oft  teaching  the  dodtrines  of  re¬ 
bellion  and  feditioTi  ;  and  be  convinced, 
that  you  cannot  take  a  more  ready 
method  to  plunge  the  nation  into  all  the 
horrors  of  civil  war  than  by  fpiriting  up 
the  American^^vto  a  refiftanre,  the  cer¬ 
tain  conftxjuencts  of  which  arc  total 
ruin  to  one  party,  and  perhaps  deftriic- 
tiou  to  the  other. — 1  am,  with  hopes  of 
your  reformation,

My  dear  Kennedy, 

T  Regularly  every  morning  acidrefs  my 
1  pj'ayers  to  ail  the  gods,  that  they 
\^ould  pour  down  their  clioiceft  curlOvS 
on  the  heads  ot  thiit  junto  wiio,  by 
their  politics,  bid  fair  to  iubveit  the 
moft  goodly  fabric  that  human  wif  loin 
or  the  hand  of  accident  ever  conftrudted. 
The  pillars  on  which  the  Brliiih  confti- 
tution  and  Hritifn  freedom  were  raifed, 

I  thought,  were  fo  folid,  that  nothing 
merely  human  could  have  iliaken  them  ; 
at  lead  I  flattered  myfelf,  that  their  du¬ 
ration  would  have  been  greater  than  the 
glorious  republics  of  Sparta  or  Rome — 
but  the  devil,  it  feems,  is  of  late  grown 
more  devilifli  ;  inflead  of  l>cing  inifohie- 
voufly  frolicfc'me,  and  driving  down  a 
herd  of  pigs  fioin  ttie  top  of  a  rock  into 
the  fea,  he  is  become  downright  vicious ; 
— inftead  of  killing  tlie  camels  and  ibeep 
of  a  private  gentleman  (as  in  the  atfair 

of  poor  Job',  he  has  raifed  up  a  B - , 

M - ,  and  N - ,  and  commanded 

them  to  prepare  a  <lagger,  and  aim  it  at 
the  vitals  of  all  mankind  and  their  pof- 
terity.  I  could  mention  fume  higher 
agents ;  but,  as  you  are  an  officer,  I 
think  myfelf  in  decency  obliged  to  re¬ 
frain. — T'o  return,  therefore,  to  what  I 
meant  to  fay. — When  1  have  tired  my¬ 
felf  v.’ith  curling  Liie  jufito  for  their 
whilefalc  mifehief,  I  naturally  defeend 
to  the  detail ;  and,  in  the  catalogue  of 
complaints,  the  variance  at  which  they 
have  fet  me  with  my  particular  friends 
and  companioBS  Bands  at  the  head ; — 
ami  of  this  cntalogue  you,  my  dear  Ken¬ 
nedy,  have  ever  held  'the  foreinoft  rank. 
1  do  not  flatter  when  I  fay  (to  ufe  the 
language  of  Shakei'pearel,  “  Since  inv 
dear  foul  was  miltrefs  of  herlelf,  and 
could  of  men  diftingiiilh,  her  election 
has  fealed  thee  for  her  choice.’' 

Every  cfrcuiuffance  confpired  to  our 
confonance.  You  have  naturally  a  folid 
g<>od  underftanding,  with  a  dry  mother 
;  1  (if  it  may  not  appear  vain  to  fry 
it)  am  poffl’ired  of  a  fort  of  wild  imagi- 
t^ation  and  unrulv  good  fenfe.  Your 
phlegm  and  wdiimficaliity  played  a  molt 
admirable  counter-tenor  r  we  of  courie 
never  were  at  diicord.  In  fa^t,  I  do  not 
tecofledt'an  inffance  when  our  ftriugs 
Stated.  Upon  the  whole,  I  know  not  a 
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man  with  whom,  I  think,  I  could  pafs 
my  time  fo  harmonioufly. 

But,  to  quit  this  miifical  metaphor, 
and  affiime  a  graver  ftile,  J  moff  hnceic- 
ly  I.imeiit  that,  from  your  eventual  fitua- 
tiur,  you  find  yourfelf  embarked  in  a 
molt  wicked  and  infamous  caufe  ;  I  la¬ 
ment  that  fortune  (combating  agairfr 
nature)  (hould  liave  enrolled  you  under 
the  ffaiuiard  of  a  more  .amirfed  tyran¬ 
ny  than  liiffory  can  parallel.  Should 
you  be  fo  perverted  as  net  to  admit  ot 
the  wickednels  ot  your  caufe,  you  mtifc 
at  leait  allow  that  your  circumftances 
are  ridiculous  ;  and  I  can  affurc  you, 
for  your  comfort,  tliey  will  become 
more  ridiculous  every  day.  Can  you, 
can  any  man  iii  your  whole  army,  fm- 
ouily  think  the  miniffry  can  fuccccd  ? 
The  great  ground  i»fi  winch  they  feem 
to  Iiave  proceeded,  was  the  pcrlualiou 
that  the  cohinies  would  not  be  nn;u>i- 
mous.  Of  all  th.e  errors  th.ey  h.ave  com¬ 
mitted  (though  their  whole  adminiff ra¬ 
tion  has  been  (me  camtinued  iiVue  of  er¬ 
rors'),  this  is  tlie  greatefl.  New- York, 
on  which  thev  chielly  built,  never  wa.s 
with  them.  It  is  true,  a  few  placemen, 
penliontrs,  and  expevHaiUs,  ffaltertil 
them  with  the  hopes  of  defeedlon  ;  but. 
the  bulk  of  the  people  always  tlnnight 
an<l  v.’ere  determuHal  to  act  with  the  refV 
of  America.  T'lieJlight  of  the  great  Me 
Tryon  on  board  a  j’''ip,  wh.o  luad  alVured 
St  fames’s,  and  was  believed,  of  his  al¬ 
mighty  intluence  in  that  colony,  a  tef- 
timony  ctf  the  truth  o!  \^’hat  1  advance. 
Georgia  has  aiceded  to  tlie  iiiuon.  The 
Canadians,  who  are  very  far  tVom  being 
the  beaffs  yourminiffry  coneeive.l  them, 
a.re  with  us  to  a  man.  Is  there  a  mor  ¬ 
tal  breathing  then,  nv)t  abfolutcly  a  dri- 
vnllei,  who  can  fuf'pofe  the  leaft  prc'ba- 
bili'.y^  of  fiiecefs  to  thefe  your  inifrulers. 
You  wii],  I  make  no  doubt,  before  thi‘', 
have  heard  of  the  reduction  of  Cham- 
blce,  chiefly  etwjfted  by  the  Canadians  : 
but  I  will  not  dwell  upon  fucb  a 
left  it  ffiould  aopearlike  exultation,  un¬ 
worthy  of  thofe  eng.aged  in  the  glorious 
caufe  of  virtue  and  of  lilicvty.  Is  our 
friend  Duitbar  w«th  you  ?  He  muff  be 
ffrangely  altered  by  bad  company  if  he 
is  an  enemy  to  American',  and  the  prm- 
ciplcs  on  which  .Americans  now  ad. 
On  bo?rd  ffiip,  I  arn  furr,  his  language 
veas  one  ccmtiniied  execr'ation  ot  miri- 
fferial  conduct,  more  particularly  wbh 
regard  to  this  contineiit ;  but  whatever 
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he  Tay^,  \v]»attver  lie  doe.^,  I  fliail,  and 
mult  conliuiic  to  love  liiin.  I  be;?  you 
will  a'Fiire  l  iin  t>t  tins — and  fay  belidcs, 
1  daily  abufe  ^en.  Putnam  for  his  tolly 
in  giving  him  up.  I  believe  1  had  jt  in 
iny  power,  1  am  lure  I  had  it  in  my  will, 
to  have  made  a  provilion  for  him  more 
fuitahle  to  his  nu  rit,  and  (whatever  he 
may  ali'c^ft',  more  fuitahle  to  his  inclina¬ 
tion,  tha.n  a  hi  igade-rnajorihip  in  your 
bclicgcd  nclt,  with  all  its  concomitant 
dilUononrablc  circumdanccs. 

As  the  time  is  now  near,  my  dear 
Kennedy,  when  you  muR  either  fall  into 
our  luiJids  or  reimbark  for  Pngland,  I 
can  only  ali'nre  you  of  this,  that,  Ihouid 
the  former  be  your  dcRiny,  and  )ou  are 
not  too  high-fpirited  a  royaliR  to  colia- 
bit  with  a  rebel  (thoughi,  i  liclieve.  the 
term  will  he  cluinijed  to  Rcv.dulionill  or 
Reforming,  my  home  Ihail  be  your 
home  ; — but  if  tho  latter  is  your  fate,  I 
cm  only  wiOi  yon  all  the  happinefs  I 
think  you  delerving  of.

T  Congratulate  Mr  David  Loch  upon 
J-  his  fp’rited  behaviour  at  the  Fife 
I  eledlion.  "i'lie  rnaiilv  wav  in  which  he 
J  ckrended  his  jult  and  lawful  right  1  in- 
tirely  ap}>rovc  of.  No  unbiatred  perfon 
who  coufiders  that  geiitlemaids  litua- 
tion  can  object  againlk  his  vote.  Tliis 
is  not  my  prefent  defign.  1  mean  only 
to  lliow  Mr  Locln,  that  it  would  have 
been  more  for  the  true  interell  of  liis 
country  if  he  had  kept  himftlf  free  of 
any  lliare  in  this  important  conteft,  and 
to  guard  him  againlk  falling  into  the 
fame  fnare  at  any  future  period. 

I  am  intircly  ignorant  in  whofe  fa¬ 
vours  he  voted,  from  fornc  particular 
circiimRances,  I  am  inclined  to  think  it 

would  be  in  favour  ot  Mr  O - d. 

But  it  makes  no  dllTerence  whatever 
party  he  jenned  ;  he  could  not  wte  on 
both  (ides,  and  at  any  rate  might  expei^k 
to  difgufl  one  of  them  ;  theteforc  he 
lliould  have  remained  neutral. 

This,  opinion  I  fupnort  on  thefe 
grounds  :  Mr  Loch  is  anxioufly  uling 
his  utmoR  endeavours  to  promote  the 
trade,  commerce  and  manufaeftures  of 
Scotland  :  he  recommends  to  the  land¬ 
holders,  and  others  in  the  different 
counties,  to  enter  into  aiTociations  or

On  that  account  he  fhould 
have  been  very  cautious  of  giving  oliVnce 
to  any  party  or  fet  of  men.  Me'has  ilif. 
ficient  reafon  to  red  fatished  that  the 
oppolition  would  not  enter  warmly  intj 
l.is  plans  perhaps  for  nothing  'mere 
than  that  lie  ihoiild  not,  in  any^rel'pcor, 
be  inRrurneutai  to  the  iinproveniciit  of 
his  country. 

It  ES  not  very  difficult  to  account  for 
this.  All  perfons  do  not  polfels  a  true 
love  to  their  country.  Even  manv  who 
at  ordinary  times,  Diow  a  patri(jtic  re¬ 
gard  to  its  wcitare,  w'hcn  intcreR  or  dif- 
aiipoiiitment  comes  in  the  way,  th  y 
allow  their  whims  and  caprices  lb  far  to 
get  llie  afeendant,  that  their  condud  in¬ 
dicates  they  care  not  whether  it  Imk.s  or 
fvvims.  The  effedls  of  p;irty  have  too 
often  blafted  the  beft  detigns  ;  thsreforc’ 
a  perfon  Inch  as  Mr  I.och,  wiio  de¬ 
clares  the  greatefl  liappineih  he  can  cn- 
j(»y  is  to  i>e  of  fervicc  to  his  native 
country,  Ihould  be  very  temier  4>f  givirg 
the  fmallell  handle  for  any  lippolit  ioii  ui 
liis  meafures  ;  and  J  liucerely  \\  iili  his

On  the  Probability  of fiicceeding  in  the  IVor 
fiuith  America.  From  Dr  Price’s 
Oblerv'ations  on  the  Nature  of  Civil 
Liberty,  8cc.jtt/l  pnbli/hed.  [P.  309.] 

Let  us  conlider  how  far  there  is  a 
poflibility  of  fucceeding  in  the  pre- 
fent  war. 

Our  own  people,  being  unwilling  to 
inlift,  and  the  attempts  to  procure  ar¬ 
mies  of  Ruffians,  Indians  and  Canadians, 
having  mifearried,  the  utmoft  force  we 
can  employ,  including  foreigners,  does 
not  exceed,  if  I  am  rightly  informed, 
30,000  effe^ive  men.  Let  it,  however, 
be  called  40,000.  This  is  the  force  that 
is  to  conquer  half  a  million  at  leajl  *  of 
determined  men,  fighting  on  their  own 
ground,  within  fight  of  their  houfes  and 
families,  and  for  that  (acred  bleffing  of 
liberty,  without  which  man  is  a  beaft, 
and  government  a  curfe.  All  hiftory 
proves,  that,  in  fuch  a  lituation,  a  hand¬ 
ful  is  a  match  for  millions. 

In  the  Netherlands,  a  few  ftates  thus 
ciroumftanced  withftood,for  thirty  years, 
the  whole  force  of  the  Spanifh  monar¬ 
chy  when  at  its  zenith,  and  at  lafl  hum¬ 
bled  its  pride,  and  emancipated  them- 
fdves  from  its  tyranny.  The  citizens 
of  Syracufe,  alfo  thus  ciroumftanced, 
withftood  the  whole  power  of  the  Athe- 

*  A  quarter  of  the  inhabitants  of  every 
country  are  fighting  men, — If  therefore  the 
(slonies  cofififi  only  of  t<wo  millions  of  inha- 
^itantsy  the  number  of  fighting  men  in 
them  :io ill  be  half  a  million. 


nians,  and  almoft  ruined  them.  The 
fame  happened  in  the  coni  eft  between 
the  houfe  of  Auftria  and  the  cantons  of 
Switzerland.  There  is  in  this  cafe  an 
infinite  difference  between  attacking  and 
being  attacked  ;  between  fighting  to  Je- 
Jlroyy  and  fighting  to  preftrve  or  acquire 
liberty.  Were  we,  therefore,  capable 
of  employing  a  land  force  againft  Ame¬ 
rica  equal  to  its  own,  there  would  be 
little  probability  of  fiicccfs  :  but  to  think 
of  conquering  that  whole  continent  with 
30  or  4o,occ  men,  to  be  tranfported  a- 
crofs  the  Atlantic,  and  fed  from  hence> 
and  incapable  of  being  recruited  after 
any  defeat — this  is  indeed  a  folly  fo 
great,  that  language  does  not  afford  a 
name  for  it. 

With  refpedt  to  our  naval  force,  could 
it  foil  at  land  as  it  does  at  fea,  much 
might  be  done  with  it ;  but,  as  that  is 
iinpoffible,  litilt  or  nothing  can  be  done 
with  it,  which  will  not  hurt  ourfdves 
more  than  the  colonifts. — Such  of  their 
maritime  towns  as  they  cannot  guard 
againft  our  fleets,  and  have  not  been  al¬ 
ready  deftroyed,  they  are  determined 
either  to  give  up  to  our  refentment,  or 
dertroy  themfelvcs  *  :  the  confequence 
of  which  will  be,  that  thefe  towns  will 
be  rebuilt  in  fofer  fituations ;  and  that 
we  fhall  lofe  fome  of  the  principal 
pledges  by  which  we  have  hitherto  held 
them  in  fubjedion. — As  to  their  trade  \ 
having  all  the  ncceflaries  and  the  chief 

*  New- York  has  been  long  deferted  by 
the  greateft  part  of  the  inhabitants ;  and 
thf^y  are  determined  to  burn  it  tbam/elviS 
rather  than  fuj'tr  as  to  burn  its 
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convfniencics  of  life  within  themfelves, 
they  have  no  dependence  upon  it ;  and 
the  lofs  of  it  will  do  them  unfpeakab}c 
good,  by  preferving  them  from  the  evils 
of  luxury  and  the  temptations  of  wealth, 
raul  keeping  them  in  that  date  of  virtu¬ 
ous  fimplicity,  which  is  the  greatefi:  hap- 
pinefs.  1  know  that  I  am  now  fpeaking 
the  fenfe  of  fome  of  the  wifell:  men  in 
America.  It  has  been  long  their  wiflt 
that  Britain  would  Ihut  up  all  their 
ports.  They  will  rejoice  particularly  in 
the  laft  reftraining  adl.  It  might  liave 
happened  that  the  people  would  have 
grown  weary  of  their  agreements  not  to 
c  xport  or  import ;  luit  this  ad  will  v)b- 
ligc  tiiein  to  keep  thefe  agreements,  and 
i:onfirm  their  unanimity  and  zeal.  It 
"vill  ntfo  fiirnifli  them  with  a  rcafon  for 
i  onnfeating  the  eftntes  of  all  the  friends 
of  our  government  among  them,  and  for 
rmploying  their  failors,  who  would  have 
t>een  otherwife  idle,  in  making  reprifals 
on  Britifii  property.  Ihcir  ihips,  be¬ 
fore  nfelefs,  and  confiflingof  many  Inm- 
ilreds,  will  be  turned  into  fhips  of  war  ; 
find  all  th.it  attention,  which  thev  have 
hitherto  confined  to  trade,  will  be  em- 
|iloyetl  in  fitting  out  a  naval  force  for 
their  own  defence  ;  and  thus  the  way 
will  be  prepared  for  their  becoming, 
much  fooiier  than  they  would  otherwife 
Tno.c  been,  a  great  maritime  power. 
*a‘his  adt  of  parliament,  therefore,  crowns 
The  folly  of  all  our  late  incafures. — Nor*e 
who  know  me  can  t)eiieve  me  to  be  dif- 
Trifed  to  fuperiiition.  Perhaps,  hovv- 
rver,  I  am  not,  in  the  prefent  inftance, 
hec  from  this  weaknefs.  I  fancy  I  fee 
ill  thefe  meafiires  foinething  that  cannot 
be  accounted  for  merely  by  human  igno¬ 
rance.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the 
k.and  of  Providence  is  in  them,  working 
to  bring  about  fome  great  ends.

v’ill  not  obey  your  parliament  and  your 
Jaws.  I'he  realbn  is,  they  have  no 
voice  in  your  parliament ;  they  have  no 
lhare  in  maUir/r  your  laws  : — “  neither 
have  no/}  of  us.” — Then  you  lb  far 
want  liberty  ;  and  your  language  is, 
“  If'e  are  not  free  ;  why  will  they  be 
fiee? — But  7}iauy  of  you  have  a  voice  in 
parliament :  none  of  them  have.  All 
your  freehold  land  is  reprefented  ;  but 
not  a  foot  of  their  land  is  repr('Jeuled. 
At  wont,  therefore,  you  can  be  only 
enflaved  partially — they  w<uiid  be  enlla- 
ved  totally, — They  are  governed  by  {'jar- 
lianients  chofen  by  thevnfelves,  and  h.y 
a  Icgiliatiire  fiinilar  to  yours.  Why  will 
you  didurb  them  in  the  enjoyment  of  a 
hklhiic"  lo  invalu.ible  r  fs  it  realbnable  to 
inlill  that  your  diferetiou  aloiie  fliail  l)e 
their  law  ;  that  they  lhall  liave  luj  con- 
ftitutious  of  government  except  inch  as 
you  lhall  be  pleafed  to  give  i!:eiu,  and 
r.o  property  except  lucli  as  your  paiiia- 
inent  Oiall  be  pleaded  to  leave  them  : — 
What  is  your  parliament  ? — Powerful 
indeed,  and  refjK’etable  :  But  is  there 
not  a  growing  intercourfc  between  it 
and  the  court  ?  Docs  it  aw  e. minillers  of 
date  as  it  once  did  : — tnfiead  of  con¬ 
tending  for  a  controuling  power  o\er 
the  governments  o'-'  America,  lliould 
you  not  think  more  of  watching  and  re- 
fonning  your  own  ? — Suj^pofe  tlic  word. 
Suppoie,  in  oppoiition  to  all  their  own 
declarations,  that  the  coloTiiils  are  now 
aiming  at  independence. — If  they  can 
fublid  without  you,”  is  it  to  be  wonder¬ 
ed  at  ?  Did  there  ever  cxld  a  co7?wna/ity^ 
or  even  an  irdh'iduah  that  wcniid  not  do 
the  fame  : — ‘‘  If  they  ra7:not  iublift  with¬ 
out  you,”  let  them  alone  ;  tliey  will 
foon  come  back. — “  If  you  cannot  fub- 
fift  without  them,”  reclaim  them  by 
kindnefs — engage  them  by  moderation 
and  ecpiity.  It  is  inadnefs  to  i-efoive  to 
butcher  them.  Tliis  will  mahe  th.cm 
deteft  and  avoid  you  for  ever.  Freemen 
are  not  to  be  governed  by  foice,  or  dra¬ 
gooned  into  compliance.  If  c.ipable  of 
bearing  to  be  fo  treated,  it  is  a  difgrace 
to  be  connected  with  them. 

“  If  i/A'v  can  fiibiid  A^ithout  you,  ni.d 
aho  van  without  thern,^'  tl'.e  attempt  to 
lubjugate  them,  Ip,'  conulcating  tlieir  et- 
ft'Cts,  burning  their  towns,  ;ind  ravaging 
tkeir  territorie‘^>  is  a  wanton  exertion  oi 
cruel  rmbition,  winch,  howevtn'  com¬ 
mon  it  has  been  among  mankind,  dc- 
fcrv’cs  to  be  caikd  by  haru'.r  iuuues  ilun 
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I  chufc  to  apply  to  it. — Suppofe  fuch 
an  attempt  was  to  fucceed,  woulil  it 
not  be  a  fatal  preparation  for  fubduing 
yourfelves  :  Would  not  tlic  tlilpofal  of 
American  places,  and  the  didiibution  of 
ail  American  revenue,  rentier  tl.at  inllii- 
eiicc  of  tlic  crown  irrelidible,  which  h.is

Tumi  your  eyes  tt»  India.  There 
more  has  been  ilone  than  is  now  at¬ 
tempted  in  America.  There  Fnglilh- 
men,  atdua.ted  ]>y  the  io\e  of  plunder 
and  the  fj/nil  ot  Cv>iu]uejl,  have  (iepopu- 
latcd  whole  kingtloins,  autl  niiuetl  rnil- 
liorivS  of  innocent  people  by  the  luoft  in¬ 
famous  oppreOion  and  rapacity. —  The 
iuftice  of  the  nation  h.is  dept  over  tJuk 
eiic*rni!tl-"s.

I:  would  far  exceed  the  limits  to 
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lad  decided.  The  dates  of  Holland,  af¬ 
ter  being  aflembled  fix  weeks  to  delibe¬ 
rate  about  it,  gave  their  confent  laft  Fri- 
day,  theirs  being  the  only  one  wanted. 
It  was  carried  the  fame  day  into  the  af- 
fcmbly  of  the  ftates-general,  who  are 
now  Separated ;  but  nothing  tranfpires 
with  regard  to  the  conditions  upon 
which  the  republic  cedes  that  brigade  to 
Great  Britain,  nor  for  w^hat  time. 

‘‘  Tbe  ftates-general  having  commu¬ 
nicated  to  the  Engliih  ambalfador  their 
refolution  of  ceding  the  Scots  brigade  to 
his  court,  his  excellency  immediately 
difpatched  a  courier  to  London,  fi*om 
whence  orders  are  expeded  on  that  fub- 
ie(ft,  particularly  as  this  affair  has  been 
hitherto  carried  on  privately  between 
the  king  of  Great  Britain  and  the  prince 
Itadtholder.’’ 

SPAIN. 

CadtZy  Jan.  lo.  On  the  yth  in- 
ftant,  a  vclfel  of  about  400  tons  burden, 
and  mounting  ten  guns,  arrived  here  la¬ 
den  with  corn  ;  and  it  was  foon  after 
underftood  that  ftie  was  an  American 
veffel,  and  was  come  purpofely  to  en¬ 
deavour  to  trade  with  the  Spaniards  at 
this  port ;  but  it  w^as  hindered  by  the 
com  mi fli oners,  who  immediately  fent 
for  the  Engliih  conful,  and,  in  two  days 
after  the  arrival  of  the  veflel,  notice  was 
given  to  the  commander,  Samuel  Mar¬ 
tin,  that  he  could  not  be  permitted  to 
trade  here,-  nor  in  any  other  of  the  Spa- 
niih  ports,  as  orders  had  been  fent  from 
Madrid  to  the  contrary,  and  the  captain 
had  notice  to  depart  accordingly,  wdiich 
he  diredly  complied  wdth.’^ 

AMERICA. 

The  following  extraordinary  ex- 
trad  appeared  in  the  South  Carolina 
Gazette  of  Dec.  15.  from  which  it  ihould 
feem  as  if  the  colonifts  found  themfelves 
unable  to  procure,  within  themfelves,  a 
fufficient  quantity  of  military  (lores  : 

In  Congrefsy  July  19.  I775« 
Whereas  the  government  of  Great 
Britain  have  prohibited  the  exportation 
of  arms  and  ammunition  to  any  of  the 
plantations,  and  endeavour  to  prevent 
any  other  nations  from  fupplying  us : 

**  Refolved,  That  for  the  better  fup- 
plying  the  colonies  with  the  neceffary 
means  of  defending  their  rights,  every 
importing  gun-powdcri  faJtpetre> 
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fulphur  (provided  they  bring  with  the 
fulphurfour  times  as  much  faltpetre), 
brafs  field -pieces,  or  good  mulkets  fit¬ 
ted  with  bayonets,  wdthin  nine  months 
from  the  date  of  this  refolution,  fliall  be 
permitted  to  load  and  export  the  pro¬ 
duce  of  thefe  colonies  to  the  value  of 
fuch  powder  and  (lores  aforefaid,  the 
non -  exportation  agreement  notwith- 
ftanding  :  And  it  is  recommended  to 
the  committees  of  the  feveral  provinces, 
to  infpcdl  the  military  ftvSres  fo  impor¬ 
ted,  and  to  eftimate  a  generous  price  fur 
the  fame,  according  to  their  goodnefs, 
and  permit  the  importer  of  fuch  powder 
and  other  military  (lores  aforefaid,  to  ex¬ 
port  the  value  tliereof,  and  no  more,  ia 
produce  of  any  kind.

goods  in  proportion. - 1  have  feen  the 

king’s  fpeech,  but  it  being  juft  arrived, 
do  not  know  w'hat  confequenccs  it  may¬ 
be  produdive  of.” 

Copy  of  an  intercepted  lettery  dated  Mon^ 
trealy  Jan.  17.  zohich  ewas  fent  over  /# 
government  hy  geyi,  Hov>e. 

Gen.  Montgomery  made  an  attack 
upon  the  city  of  Quebec  between  the 
hours  of  four  and  fix  in  the  morning  of 
the  31ft  of  December,  which,  notwith¬ 
ftanding  its  being  bold  and  refolute,  by 
fome  means  or  other  proved  not  fuccefs- 
ful.  The  letter  does  not  mention  how 
the  attack  w'as  made  ;  but  it  is  probable 
that  about  500  of  our  troops  entered 
the  city,  but  w^re  overpow'crcd  by  num¬ 
bers  and  heavy  cannon.  The  brave  gen, 
Montgomery,  his  aid-de-camp,  Mac- 
pherfon,  captains  Cheefman  and  Hende- 
rick  of  the  riflemen,  tw^o  or  three  fubal- 
tern  officers,  and  between  fixty  and 
eighty  privates,  the  number  not  exadlly 
known,  fell  in  the  action,  and  near  300 
officers  and  foldiers  were  taken  prifo- 
ners,  amongft  whom  v;ere  Ireut.-coloncl 
Green,  major  Biclowe,  major  Meigs, 
and  a  number  of  captains  and  inferior 
officers.  Col.  Arnold  fucceeded  in  hia 
attempt  in  taking  poffcffioa  of  the 
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town,  but  was  wounded  in  the  leg  in 
the  begiiHiing  of  the  avltion,  and  major 
Ogden  in  the  i'houlder,  and  carried  to 
the  general  hofpital.  In  all  probability 
the  action  was  delperate,  and  a  great 
number  of  the  enemy  killed.  General 
Woojler  from  Montreal,  and  col.  War¬ 
ner  from  the  Green  Mountains,  and  a 
gpvat  number  of  recruits  trom  Aibaiiy 
and  the  wctlern  towns,  are  on  their 
inarch  U)  their  alTiftance.  We  are  told 
that  our  army  before  Quebec,  when  the 
attack  was  made,  did  not  coudll  of 
above  i2co  men.’’ 

foUo^ivbi^-  is  a  copy  qf  an  autkcniic 
letter  from  an  officer  jujl  arrived  ut 
J.ondon  from  Bffion^  to  his  friend  at 
Edinburgh, 

i  arrived  here  in  twenty  days,  on 
board  tlic  Cmiceaux  (loop  of  war,  cap¬ 
tain  Mowal.  The  day  before  I  left 
Holton,  a  confirmation  was  received  of 
llie  defeat  of  the  rebels  at  Quebec.  ITe 
iacl  is,  that  gen.  Montgomery,  his  aid- 
ce-camp,  and  fecretary^  and  150  men 
uere  killed  ;  col.  Arnold  was  wounded, 
and  taken  prifoiier  with  300  men  ;  tlie 
remaining  pari  of  the  rebels  had  difper- 
fed  in  great  confulioii.  Gen.  Cavleton, 
who  is  wounded,  behaved  with  great 
fpirit,  and  tiie  fuecefs  of  the  day  was 
greatly  owing  to  the  gallant  behaviour 
of  liciit.-col.  M‘Lean,  who  had  under 
his  command  400  of  his  own  regiment, 
and  fonvj  hundred  Canadians  who  arc  o- 
bJiged  to  take  arms.*' 

ENGLAND. 

London*,  Feb.  24. — to  March  2. 
HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Feb,  29.  Yeflerday  lord  Hillfborough 
acqiuunted  the  lunifc,  that,  in  the  indid- 
inent  found  againft  the  duchefs  of  King- 
fton,  Ihe  was  deferibed  as  Elizabeth,  the 
wife  of  J.  A.  Hervey,  calling  herfelf  du¬ 
chefs  of  Kingffon,  He  therefore  moved, 
that  the  houfe  be  fummoned  for  to* 
morrow  (this  day),  and  that  the  judges 
be  ordered  to  attend’,  to  give  their  opi¬ 
nion  on  the  two  following  points  : 

.  “  Whether  Elizabeth,  calling  herfelf 
dnebefs  of  Kingflony  indi<5ted  under  the 
name  of  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  J.  A. 
Hervey*,  can,  under  fuch  indictment,-  be 
tried  as  a  peerefs  of  this  realm  ;  or. 
Whether  Ihe  may  not  move,  in  ar- 
TCll:  of- judgment,  the  incompetency  of 
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the  court  to  give  judgment  on  laid  in. 
diiftment.’^ 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  tlie 
judges  ordered  to  attend. 

The  duke  of  Richmond  then  rofe,  and 
read  a  palfage  out  of  the  prefent  treat" 
evitered  into  with  the  landgrave  of  itcir/. 
Calfel,  in  which  it  provides,  the 
former  treaties  with  that  prince  flLtli  be 
the  bafis  of  the  prefent.  He  obierved 
that  a  noble  lord  (in  ofllce)  had  inform¬ 
ed  liiin  that  moll  of  them  wen^  botbro 
the  houfe,  but  he  was  willing  to  fparc 
the  trouble  of  fcarehiiig  them  all,  and 
rather  chofe  to  have  that  parlieiihir  trea¬ 
ty  or  treaties  laid  before  the  hoiile  which 
formed  the  balls  of  tlird  lateh*  made. 
His  grace  moved,  that  an  humble  ad- 
drefs  .be  prefented  to  his  majelly,  ddi. 
ring  that  he  will  be  pleafeJ  to  give  di¬ 
rections  tliat  fuch  treaties  as  li.ui  been 
formerly  entered  into  with  llu  laiid- 
grave  of  HefFe,  winch  formed  t!ie  balls 
of  the  prefent  treaty;  be  laid  before  this 
houfe.  This  motion  being  agreed  to, 
his  grace  gave  notice,  that  he  would,  on 
Tuefday  next,  make  a  motion  for  taking 
faid  treaties  into  conhderation,  and 
ved  that  the  houfe  be  fummoned  for 
that  day. 

Yelierday  lord  chief  baron  Smyth  de¬ 
livered  llie  opinion  of  the  twelve  bidees 
on  the  two  qudlions  above-mentioned, 
relative  to  the  duchefs  of  Kir.gllon’s 
trial.  111  the  following  w*or<ls  :  In  obe¬ 
dience  to  your  lordihips’  commands,  we 
have  duly  conhdered  the  cpieuions  pi\a- 
pofed  to  us,  and  wc  are  clearly  and  una- 
nij-noully  of  opinion  that  your  lordlliins 
may  legally  proceed  to  triai.'^ 

HOUSE  OF  C  O  M  IM  O  N  S. 

Feb,  28.  ^This  day  there  v.*as  a  fid  I 
attendance  of  the  members  on  two  ac¬ 
counts,  iirft  to  attend  the  call  of  the 
hc-ufe, which  ftood  the  find  in  order;  and, 
fecondly,  in  expectation  of  hearing  lord 
North^s  promifed  motion. 

In  the  midft  of  the  fufpcnce  iiuial  on 
fuch  occalions,  Sir  George  Snvi'Ie  unex¬ 
pectedly  rofe,  and  informed  the  houic, 
that  tw^o  petitions  were  put  into  his 
hands,  which,  from  their  great  impor¬ 
tance,  were  well  worthy  the  conlidcra- 
tion  of  the  houfe.  He  faid  they  were 
the  petitions  of  MelTrs  Sykes  and  Ixiiiu- 
bold,  who  were  now  fullering  under  a 
vote  of  cenfure  of  that  houfe,  halti’y  ta- 
keu  up,  and  founded  in  prc-judgineiii ; 
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for  he  infifted  that  the  parties  were  not 
heard,  nor  called  upon  to  defend  thein- 
felves  ;  nay  more,  they  had  received  af- 
lurances  that  nothinj^  peridnal 
meant  to  be  moved  on  the  night  the  re- 
folution  now  complained  of  was  carried. 

After  a  vei-ydong  and  able  debate, 
in  which  the  firft  fpeakers  of  the 
houle  took  part,  the  quellion  was  put  at 
eight  o^clock,  whether  the  petitions 
Ihoiild  be  received,  which  was  at  lalt 
partly  cohfented  to  on  the  other  tide, 
and  agreed  to  without  a  divifion. 

The  petition  of  Thomas  Rumbold, 
Efq;  was  then  received  and  read,  and 
Sir  George  Saville  moved,  that  the  refo- 
lution  againft  -laid  Mr  Rumbold,  witli 
the  order  to  the  attorney-general  to 
profecate  himj  be  expunged  out  of  the 
journals. 

This  produced  a  debate,  and  the 
qiieilion  being  put,  tlio  houle  divide*!, 
ayes  142,  noes  1091. — I'he  fame  motion 
was  made  refpeding  Francis  Sykes,  Efq; 
which  palled  in  the  negative  without  a 
divifion. 

Mr  Burke  then  moved,  that  the  peti¬ 
tions  of  Francis  Sykes  and  'Thornas 
Rumbold,  Efqrs:  be  refei  red  to  a  com¬ 
mittee,  to  take  the  fame  into  confulera- 
tion,  ami  to  repoit  tlieir  opinion  there¬ 
on  to  the  houle. — I'his  produced  ano¬ 
ther  debate,  when  the  houle  again  divi¬ 
ded,  ayes  136,  noes  143. 

Fcl?.  29.  A  little  before  four  o’clock 
the  lioui'e  proceeded  to  take  into  conli- 
deration  the  feveral  treaties  ref!)eding 
the  foreign  troops;  The  queRion  upon 
w'hich  the  debate  turned  was,  “  whe¬ 
ther  they  Iboukl  he  referred  to  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  fupply:*’  Lord  Barrington 
opened  the  bulinefs.  The  following  is 
a  lift  of  the  fpeakers  vrho  rofe  aflcr  liis 
lordlhip,  and  the  order  in  which  they 
fucceeded  erxh  otlier  :  I.-ord  J.  Caven- 
dilh,  Mr  Cornwall,  lord  L'r^harn,  Mr

ing  them  for  two  months,  in  which 
tliey  were  not  to  be  employed  in  tl>c 
fervice  of  Great  Britain,  was  the  moft 
lliametul  and  wanton  walie  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  money,  at  a  time  when  the  miiiiltry 
themfelves  owned  that  money  was 
fcarce,  though  men  were  ftill  Icarcer. 

It  was  anfwered,  that  no  alFurance 
had  been  given  that  foreigners  w'ould 
not  be  employed ;  on  the  contrary,  the 
fpeech  implied,  if  not  actually  foretold, 
the  meafure;  that  if  it  had  u©t,  change 
of  circumllances  might  make  a  meafure 
necefrary  at  one  time  that  would  be  ex- 
treinely  improper  at  another  ;  and  as  to 
the  extra  pay  fo  ftrongly  objovfted  to,  it 
was  no  more  than  what  had  been  done 
on  former  occafions.

A  flor)p  was  condemn¬ 
ed  and  fold  here  yefterday,  taken  by 
capt.  Gamier  of  the  Argo,  who  has  alfo 
taken  feveral  more.” 

A  letter  from  Hofton,  dated  Jan.  ;o. 
fays,  A  vefll’l,  the  name  of  which  and 
that  of  the  mafter  arc  unknown,  was  ta¬ 
ken  at  the  entrance  of  our  hay,  on  the 
I  f’th  inftant,  by  one  of  the  American 
privateers,  a  great  number  of  which  are 
criiifing  about,  and  daily  increaiirig.— 
The  account  of  this  capture  we  inve 
from  the  adjutant  of  earl  Percy’s  regi¬ 
ment,  who  was  a  pafienger  in  the  vetU  !, 
and  is. now  a  prifoner  at  Cambridge.” 

Letters  from  Bofton,  dated  Jan.'  29. 
bring  a  confirmation  of  gen.  Clinton's 
having  failed  with  a  detachment  of.  the 
troops  ;  for  what  place  was  not  certain- 
ly"  known,  but  it  was  believed  for  Virgi¬ 
nia.  The  troops  at  Bolton  -were  at  that 
time  very  healthy,  and  few'  in  the  hofpi- 
tal. 

An  hofpital  for  fick  and  wounded  fol- 
diers  is  ordered  to  be  efta^iflied  at  Que¬ 
bec.  Two  phyficians,  two  furgeons, 
and  eight  afiiftant  furgeons,  are  ordered 
to  embark  in  a  few  days  f^or  that  place 
with  gew.  Burgoyne. 

Advice  is  received  by  the  owners, 
that  the  William  and  Henry  tranfport, 
for  Bolton,  which  was  reported  to  have 
been'  loft,  is  fafe  arrived  at  Antigua, 
having  been  blown  off  the  coaft  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  by  the  very  hard  winds  in  Novciw* 
ber  lalt.

No 
naval  force  is  to  go  to  Philadelphia  at 
prefent. 

On  Thurfilay  orders  were  fent  from 
the  war-office  to  the  feveral  comman¬ 
ding  officers  of  the  regiments  of  dra¬ 
goons  in  England,  to  draught  five  men 
from  every  troop,  to  embark  the  enfu- 
ing  fpring  for  America. 

Mr  Marfli,  commiffioner  of  the  navy, 
is  fet  out  for  Hamburgh,  to  coiitia45t  for 
a  number  of  fliips  to  bring  over  the  fo¬ 
reign  troops  for  America. 

Mr  Brett,  ftorekeeper  of  Deptford- 
yard,  is  fet  out  for  Amflerdam,  to  con¬ 
tract  for  tranfports  for  bringing  over 
3000  Scots  in  the  Dutch  fervice,  which 
the  ftates  have  agreed  to  fpare. 

To  prevent  the  tranfports  being  ta¬ 
ken  by  the  fmall  provincial  privateer, 
orders  are  given  to  the  furveyor  of  the 
navy,  that  none  in  future  arc  to  he  ta¬ 
ken  up  under  300  tons,  and  thofe  alfo  to 
have  fix  nine  pounders  upon  deck  for 
their  own  defence.

to  have  the  command  of  a  large  Iqua- 
dron  to  aifirt  the  operations  of  lord 
Howe.  He  killed  the  king’s  hand  yef- 
terday  on  the  occafion. 

Yellerday  capt.  Paulet,  juft  arrived 
from  America,  who  has  loll  one  of  his 
legs,  was  introduced  to  his  majefty  at 
St  James’s;  at  the  fame  lime  his  inajc- 
fly  was  pleafed  to  prefent  him  with  g, 
captain’s  commiffion  in  the  Invalids. 

His  majefiy  has  been  pleated  to  pron 
mote  A.  Brilbane,  Efq;  of  tlie  marines, 
who  was  wounded  at  Buiiker’s-hiil,  to 
the  rank  of  captain. 

Yellerday  two  Indian  chiefs,  who 
lately  arrived  in  town  from  Canada, 
were  introduced  to  his  maiefiy  at  St 
James’s  by  col.  Johnfoii,  and  gracioufly 
received.

.  **  I  imagine,  by  being  fo  long  of  hear¬ 
ing  from  me,  you  muff  think  i  had  for¬ 
got  my  promife  of  writing  you  from  this 
place,  as,  at  leaving  vScotland,  1  cxped- 
td  to  have  been  in  Jamaica  long  before 
this ;  but  1  had  a  very  tedious  paMage 
but,  having  oiily  got  here  the  2.^cl  of 
December ;  and  indeed  I  thought  my- 
felf  very  lucky  I  got  in  at  all,  as  I  ioft 
the  convoy  upon  the  pall’age,  and  the 
rebels  have  a  good  many  veiTels  cruifing 
^bout,  that  have  taken  feveral  fliips 
K)und  to  this  place  :  btfides,  there  has 
been  fuch  blowing  weather,  that  I  be¬ 
lieve  there  are  a  good  many  vetTels 
4rove  off  the  coaft,  which  will  be  obli¬ 
ged  to  winter  in  the  Weft-Indies  ;  how¬ 
ever,  there  are .  fo  many  got  fafe  here, 
that  both  army  and  navy  have  plenty  of 
fait  provifions.  They  were  a  little  ftiort 
of  firing  when  I  arrived,  which  was  at¬ 
tended  with  no  other  inconvenience 
than  the  trouble  of  pulling  down  feme 
of  the  rebels’  houfes  to  burn,  which  has 
thinned  them  a  little  ;  but  now  we  have  < 
got  a  large  fiipply  of  coals,  which,  it  is 
expeded,  w  ill  ferve  the  remainder  of  the 
winter. 

We  arc  fo  clofe  fhut  up  here,  that 
we  know  very  little  of  what  is  doing 
any  where.  Frelh  provifions  are  very 
fcarce ;  but  I  hope  it  w^on’t  be  the  cafe 
long,  as  there  are  more  troops  and  tranf- 
^  ports  expeded  very  foon. 

'  ‘‘  The  general  has  detained  moft  of 

the  fhips  that  came  w  ith  provifions  for 
4he  army,  and  the  admiral  thofe  that 
camevwuth  provifions  for  the  navy ;  fo 
that  w'e  make  up  a  large  fleet,  I  believe 
'  the  fineft  ever  feen  here.  I  imagine 
they  will  find  employment  for  us  all  in 
the  fpring,  as  it  is  reported  w^e  are  to 
have  three  different  armies  in  the  field. 
At  prefent  w  e  have  nothing  to  do  but 
keep  ourfelves  as  warm  and  merry  as  we 
can. 

The  rebels  have  been  very  quiet 
ever  fince  I  arrived.  They  gave  a  fmall 
alarm  about  a  fortnight  ago,  w'hich  oc- 
^fioned  a  little  corunfion,  but  was  foon 
over.  The  officers  have  fitted  up  a 
j^ay-houfe,  and  fome  of  them  had  wrote 
a  farce,  called,  lie  Blockade  of  Bojhn. 


The  firft  night  it  was  to  be  aded  the 
houle  w^as  very  full.  The  play  being 
over,  the  curtain  w'as  hauled  upVor  the 
entertainment  to  begin,  w  hen  a  f  rieant 
came  in,  and  told  the  officers  the  alarm 
giins  w^ere  fired  at  Charles-town,  which 
made  no  fmall  ftir  in  tlie  houfe,  every 
one  endeavouring  to  get  out  as  fut  as 
poffibie  ;  and  immediately  we  heard  a 
pretty  fmart  firing  of  fmaii  arm*;.  U  be. 
ing  dark,  and  the  rafcals  making  a  great 
huzzaing,  I  did  not  know'  what  to  make 
of  it  at  firft,  but  it  W'as  foon  over,  fo 
that  I  w'cnt  quietly  to  deep  about  eleven 
o’clock,  and  next  inornir.g  found  all  the 
mifehief  had  been  done  was  three  or 
four  men  taken,  who  had  been  among 
the  old  ruins  of  Charles-town,  a  mill 
burnt  down,  and  the  company  difap- 
pointed  of  their  entertainment.” 

Extras  of  a  letter  from  an  oficer  in  the 
\1th  regiment  of  foot  at  Bo  iron  ^  to  his 
friend  in  this  citVy  dated  Jaru  28. 

“  Since  T  wTole  laft,  tliere  has  nothing 
remarkable  happened, that  1  liavt  heard  of, 
except gen.Carleton  havingtotaily  defeat¬ 
ed  an  army  of  the  rebels  fent  to  btfiege 
Quebec,  killed  150,  and  taken  between 
and  400  prifoners.  Among  the  killed  is 
their  general  Montgomery,  and  his  aid- 
de-camp.  Montgomery  was  formerly  a 
captain  in  this  regiffient,  and  was  thought 
to  be  the  beft  officer  the  rebels  had.  It 
is  fiid  he  wms  killed  attempting  to  fci^le 
the  walls  at  the  head  of  his  men.  I  this 
day  heard  that  gen.  Lee,  who  is  feconJ 
in  command  in  the  army  blockading  us, 
haib  coikcled  an  army  of  40C0  men,  and 
gone  oft' to  Quebec.  If  this  be  true,  we 
fhall  foon  hear  of  another  engagement, 
and  I  hope  of  his  defeat. — I  alfo  this  af¬ 
ternoon  heard,  that  a  Ihip  which  is 
come  in  here  fpoke  with  the  fiiips  car¬ 
rying  the  five  regiments  that  laft  em¬ 
barked  from  Ireland  for  Virginia,  and 
that  they  were  then  all  well.  Two  days 
ago  the  privateers,  fitted  out  by  the  re¬ 
bels,  took  three  veftels  coming  in  here 
laden  with  provifions.  Indeed  they 
have  taken  feveral  lately,  w'hich  is  a 
fcandalous  reffedtion  on  the  Biitilh  na¬ 
vy,  fince  there  arc,  I  dare  fay,  forty 
armed  veffels  lying  in  this  harbour  and 
bay.  Provifions  are  greatly  fallen  in 
their  price  fince  I  laft  wrote,  beef  and 
mutton  being  now  only  i  s*  per  pound, 
feveral  (hips  laden  with  provifions  ha¬ 
ving  lately  arrived.”
